( FP ). With Soviet assistance, CHANG, who arrived in Manchuria from 
Yenan In October 1945, took over 46 Japanese planes in the Tunghua (125-57,41-43) 
area. In February 1946 he was called to Hishan and became principal of the avia- 
tion school which was established shortly after that time,
